1454  children  up  to  4  5^oars  of  ago  and  3156  between  5  and 
14  years  of  c^o  had  completed  a  full  course  of  immunisation  at 
any  time  up  to  the  31st  Do comber,  1946. 

The  estimated  child  poauHation  for  mid-year  1946  v/o.s  1472 
up  to  4  years  of  ago  and  3680  between  5  and  14  years. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I  have  to  record  a  slight  decrease  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Lever 
and  a  slight  incroaso  in  cases  of  Diphtheria.

45  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  50  in  1945.

an  offence  to  throv/  away  paper,  cardboard,  etc.
